GIVE HELP TO FALLEN HORSE 


First Unhitch Him and Allay Foar* 


by Talking to - Him—Provide 


Suitable Footing. 


(Prepared by the United. States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


When a horse falls in harness he al- 


most Immediately struggles to regain 
hla feet. A strong, healthy horse will 
not remain down voluntarily, but hi 
his efforts to rise he may become 
frightened. If the driver, will give 
the right kind of first aid he can pre- 
sent serious Injury to the animal. 


Held down by the harness the hors,e 
\ seldom has sufficient freedom to rise 


to his feet, though enough to struggle 
and injure himself by pounding his 
head on the ground. Accordingly the 
Driver should calm Jhe horse first by 
speaking In a reassuring tone and, i>y 
placing his knees upon the animal's 
neck just .back of the ears, endeavor 
to prevent injury from struggling or 
from bruising his head. An intelligent 
horse quickly learns to place great 
confidence in the voice of a good 
' driver. ' 


•/The traces and breeching straps 


should be-unfastened and the-vehicle 
"tolled back from the f alien animal. If 
the horse is in double hitch, the traces 
and yoke strap should be unfastened 
and the pole, vehicle, and working 
mate moved a short distance away. 
An injured horse will then regain his 
feet readily if he has suitable footing. 
In case the ground is icy, scatter some 
fine sand, sawdust, or straw under 
and in front of him. If nothing of this 
kind Is available, spread a blanket or 
burlap bagging on the pavement to 
give him better footing as he attempts 


.. to stand. 
t 


Tn case the horse needs more help 


and encouragement, and especially if 
he lies bBoadside.^roll him on to hia 
chest, with the hind legs under the 
i>elly. Then work both front legs for- 
"ward until the feet are firmly on the 
ground and knees flexed. If after re- 
peated efforts and good footing he 
continues to fall back upon the ground 
there is possibly some injury to the 
hind parts, such as a fracture of the 
hip or leg, which should be examined 
"by a qualified veterinarian.

"horse do not forget that in rising to 
his feet he raises the head and fore

parts first. This is directly opposite 
to the habit of -the cow, which ele- 
vates the hind parts first. 


Injuries to horses are common' dur- 


ing the winter months in cities where 
snow becomes packed and forms an 
icy coating oa. .the pavement. In most 
cities above the frost belt there are 
times when, pavements are slippery, 


Asphalt is especially troublesome 


and when covered by a very light sleet 
or snow makes a very treacherous 
footing for horses. The milkman or 
baker, who drove upon a clean pave- 
ment the night before, may find the 
streets at 4 a. m. so nearly impassable 
from a coat of smooth ice as to delay 
his deliveries very greatly or even 
prevent them entirely. 


In country districts horses remain 


sharp or rough sl»d for a considerable 
time. But if they are driven much on 
city streets paved with stone, cement 
or asphalt, from which the snow has 
been removed, their shoes quickly be- 
come smooth and it is difficult for the 
horses to keep their feet 


When the front feet slip backward 


a horse is likely to fall and injure his 
knees, while side slipping generally 
causes him t« come down broadside. 
Shoeing with rubber pads, or the uge 
of emergency appliances may lessen 
the chance of slipping, but as there Is 
always the possibility of a horse fall- 
ing, even when well shod, careful driv- 
ing and prJ&utlons against overload- 
ing are .important addition*! means for

By the spirit in which the Senate 


— ^determines Truman \l. Newberry 's 


fitness and 'right to nold his seat 
•while under sentence to the peniten- 
tiary' for debauching an election, the 
Septtblican majority of that branch 
XK£ Congress will test the sincerity of 
their own and their party's profess- 
ion^ in 'behalf of a clean ballot and 
honest government. 


There is no longer any doubt as to 


whether Mr. Newberry was justly 
charged with complicity in this cor- 
ruption. A court has heard the evi- 
dence, CMr. Newberry has presented 
Ms defense, and a jury has found 
a verdict of guilty. The question for 
the -Senate to answer is whether it 
"wants to continue in its membership 
a. man w<ho has purchased his seat by 
the criminal use of money. 


An. apparent effort is being made 


in some Republican quarters to give 
an impression that Newberry's prose- 
cution and conviction was the parti- 
san act of a Democratic administra- 
tion. The facts belie such a sugges- 
tion. The Grand Jury wthieh indicted 
"was composed of 21 Republicans and 
2 Democrats. The jury which tried 
Kewberry and his fellow defendants 
was -made up of 10 Republicans and 
2 Democrats, and the Federal judge 
who presided at the trial is a Repub- 
lican, appointed by President Roose- 
velt in whose Cabinet Newberry serv~ 
ed as 'Secretary 'of the Navy.

SUCCESS IN SHEEP BUSINESS 


Health Is of Primary Importance and 


Internal Parasites Should Be 


Guarded Againsj. 


(Prepared by the United, States Depart* 


• ment ot Agriculture.) 


In any system of continuous farm 


sheep raising the health question Is of 
primary importance. This question is 
chiefly one of internal parasites, and 
of these_the jtomach worm is the most 
wlcfely distributed and the most seri- 
ous. Fortunately, |he trouble is en- 
tirely susceptible of practical control, 
and the methods .of prevention are 
exactly in line with the practices that 
result in most economical'production. 
It Is possible, though doubtful; that 
the permanent farm flock can be-main- 
tathedi In maximum health when 
grazed entirely a^jpermanent gragg 
pastures". A system" o7 division of 
grass land into sufficient parts to 
allow frequent long periods without 
sheep and use of longer grass for catr 
tie will assist materially. Such a 
plan, combined with occasional use 
of medicine to prevent too seridus in- 
fection, may prove to be practical. 


The basis of success In the farm 


sheep business is in the frequency of 
changing to pastures which have not 
had any opportunity to become in- 
'ested with stomach worms by older 
sheep. 
These frequent changes are 


particularly necessary during the stay 
of the young- lambs upon the farm. 
The older sheep are less susceptible 
o the effects of the infection, though 
danger of their being injured thereby 
s not to be overlooked. The plan of 
irequent changes to fresh feed can be 
adapted advantageously to the most 
economical systems of using high- 
priced land in the rotation of crops to 
produce feed and forage for other 
kinds of live stock.

A new method of using th« wind in 


sand-road construction has proved so 
successful, that, after making a nine- 
mile experimental stretch In New Mex- 
ico, 
roadmakers in that state have 


built 80 miles of similar highways. 
First of all, the grass and weeds are 
cleared from the right of way, and 
then a trench Is made through the 
sand to the clay bottom. The loose 
sand is deposited In stacks ten feet 
from either side of the cut and the 
rest of the work is left te Hie desert 
winds. During the spring and fall, the 
winds sweep away all the sand and 
widen the clay strip. Then the road is 
graded and the work finished.

The man 
who has g-rappled with, therfi has be- 
yond doubt been lighting the people's 
fight, and tho he may not i#i all in- 
stances have been fully successful, the 
earmes-taes* and intelligence which 
characterized • his efforts will be the 
traits by which he will be judged 
when aspiring to higher posts. ®

candidate—one of the foremost Demo- 
cratic candidates—for the presidency. 
IB a teleffram to the *»er«tary »f the 
Democratic state coaiDjittee of Geor- 
gia early in March he said; 


"I deem it highly important that the

MASSACRES FOR FOUR YEARS 


IN ARMENIA, NOW STARVATION 


Butchery of Tens of Thousands of Christians and Present 


Plight of Country Described by Refugees Who 


Lived Through the Tortures,

WENTY 
centuries ago, 
when 


Christ'hung upon the cross, his 
persecutors mocked him .-with 


the cry: "If you be indeed a God, 
descend among us." 


Within our own -times, before the 


unholy alliance of Germanic-Turkish' 
power was crushed by the Allied forc- 
es, thousands of Christian men and 
women, whose only crime was pro- 


j fession of the faith for which the Man 
of Galilee ^sacrificed his life, died by 
the sword, "the knife, the rope, the pis- 
tol or by slow and devilish torture 
while Twrk'sh hordes stood by and 
mocked them with the shout: "Whew 
now is your Christ that he does not 
aid you?" 


By the banks of the Euphrates, at 


Res-el-Ain and Del-rel-zar, in Mesopo- 
tamia and between tlhe towns of EBar- 
pout and Diarbekir 'thousands upon 
thousands of th$se Christians, Arme- 
nian men, women 'and children, suffer- 
ed such torture as <san« rainds scarcely 
can contemplate. 


It is difficult to tell the story oi 


those years of war. 
In the days to 


come, when the charity and mercy of 
America and Christian Europe shall 
have raised Armenians out of the 
black pit of despair into which the 
war plunged them, some savant of 
that nation will write the tal*. And 
it will be written as graphically as 
some of its -details were told to the 
wiriter, a representative of the Near 
East Relief, by a young Aa-memian stu- 
dent, Kaloust M. Aijian, who with his 
aister, Louise, lived through the tor- 
ture. They are now hi America seek- 
ing aid for their stricken people. For 
the Armenians, those of the race which 
the Turkish beast could not destroy, 
aire starving now. 
They have come 


out of the night of torture to face a 
cold dawn of hunger, to inhabit a 
country stripped of its industries and 
all means of preserving Hfe. Home- 
less, even shelterless the survivors of 
the terror took across the sea for aid 
and send such ambassadors as the 
young •student mentioned to test the 
warm heart of America. 


Story of Suffering] 


The writer met him at the home of 


his cousin at OwlUngdale, Pa. 
His 


aister, who had been a teacher in ene 
of the orphanages established by the 
Turkish government when deporta- 
tions of Armenians from Cilicia and 
other Armenian centers were ordered, 
sat quiet while her brother talked. In 
broken Englisli he '"old of whait he had 
suffered and observed o€ the sufferings 
of otliftrs, anal she, with a word or two 
now and then, either refreshed his 
memory or gave added detail. 


"In 3908," he said, ''the successful 


revoTu-tion of the young Turks won for 
the Armenians a constitution and a 
grant of equal rights wi.th the Turk- 
ish subjects. The Turkish goYernoNHit 
raade such a proclamation. 
In the 


•first triumph my pe»ple forgot for the 
moment the cha-racter of those whs 
had so long been our masters. Equal 
rights were proclaimed, but soon we 
were to discover that equal rights to 
the Turkish commoners meant nothing. 
The government itself was deceptive; 
the common people not merely decep- 
tive, but brutal aiid hypocritical. 


"Nine months later, while we still 


prayed that the terms of the consti- 
tution would be observed, a frightful 
massacre was let loose upon my peo- 
ple. The Turk, maddened by the mere 
idea of an Armenian free people, vent- 
ed all the foul passions of h-is soul 
upon us. Death by every means was 
visited upon my people. Men died by 
the cruelest tortures imaginable. They 
were killed by slow degrees. 
Some 


were sho*; some were cut to pieces, 
a member being severed from the body 
at varying intervals of time. 
Others, 


less fortunate than those flung into 
the streams, were hacked to death 
with knives and axes, while hundreds 
were crucified. That was a torture in 
which the fiendish Turks appeared to 
delight. Men and women were nailed 
to crosses and Hung into the sea. Fish- 
ermen, when they drew in their nets, 
found bodies nailed with great spikes 
to crosses. 
In tv\o weeks 33,000 Ar- 


menian men «nd women were killed. 


Disillusionment and the War. 


"These weeks of death served to 


disillusion the Armenians. Thereafter 
ihey could put no trust whatever in 
promises of equality from a govem- 
inent ruled by hatred for all Christian 
belief. 
Accordingly they set about 


preparing for their own defense and 
gathered what weapons they could find 
aud successfully conceal. 
The 'dis- 


covery of anus in an Armenian house- 
hold tnennl punishment, e\en death, 
for Hie firnnlx. 


"Tlie i^icat Bi.i^sncie which succeed- 


ed the grant ol equality was the pre- 
cursor of continuous disorder in Cili- 
cia and other Armenian centers until 
1014. 
But under constant pressure 


from the Turks the Armenians sought 
to continue their orderly way of life 


"The l a t < > war brought" misery to all 


the >u>rkl, bul to tii-is people, crushed 
by a sorrow 
\\oi--e thnn death, it 


brought inis»ir.\ and suffering which 
no man could de.scribe. 


"With tho beginning' of the war 


commissioners weie ,*i>poinled by the 
ffoveratnent.to search for anus. These 


went 
to Cilicla and 


Kn^tern Turkey to pursue the seacch. 
Every Armenian home was. invaded j 
many of them \\ere wrecked. In near- 
ly all of them uomen were insulted 
and outras-ed und men beaten. 
The 


old- men fashioned pistols and guns 
with which the 'desperate Armenians 
had armed themselves at the time of 
the massacre were confiscated, but the 
persecutors were not saitisfied. 
They 


swore their subjects 
had 
modern 


weapons concealed with which to aid 
the Allies should they break the Ger- 
man lines. 


Priests Lashed to Death. 


"When they could find uo weapons 


of value in the homes," said Mr. AIJH 
an, "they turned to the priests. Every 
form of- torture wes visited upon the- 
clergy in an endeavor to wring fro in 
them information respecting conceak^d 
weapons. 
They took these priests to 


their churches and lashed them, white 
women and children looked on. Some 
of the priests died under the lash, 
their blood staining the pulpits from 
which they preached. 


"One priest, who was adamant te 


his refusal to tell the Turkish brutes 
anything whatever was led off to a 
smith, who nailed horse shoes to the 
soles of his feet while Turks lathed 
him. The churches were stripped ; 'iihe. 
homes were wrecked and womem daily 
suffered the worst ignominy that can 
befall their sex. 


"Deportations starred immediately 


after 'tJ«e search for anus 
Not only 


families wer« forced frots their ho.»>o<,, 
but the entire populations of towns 
were scattea-ed: 


"And so my people were .sent away, 


some to Mesopotamia, some ito the 
desert of Damascus, others to Aleppo 
and Angora.

While they were 
in the field their fiamiUes w«re rte- 
ported. 
Protests from the soldiers 


brought death upon them. In the be- 
ginning the&e Armenians soldiers bore 
arms, but soon the cowardly Turk, 
fearful that the Christians would use 
them in their own defense, ordered 
them disarmed and set at itiie slftvtell 
tasks of the camp. Thus it^wa« im- 
possible for these brave men to strike- 
a blow for their freedom or tb« lib***- 
ation of their families who were *rtarv- 
'ng in the desert or
